agreed to turn them over for judicial 
review, as ordered by a federal 
judge 
The 
Presidents 
constitutional 
lawyer, Charles Alan Wright, told

had 
not 
intended 
to 


surrender his tapes but changed his 
mind 
"There would have been those 
who would have said the President 
was defying the law," Wright said in 
Sirica’s hushed courtroom. "But 
this President does not defy the 
law ” 
Wright told Sirica that Nixon had 
hoped 
that 
the 
proposed 


compromise 
he 
had 
announced 
Friday night seeking to avert a 
Constitutional crisis over the tapes 
issue would have satisfied two court 
orders that he make the tapes 
available to Sirica for screening for 
the Watergate Grand Jury 
"We had hoped that this kind of 
solution would end the constitutional 
crisis,” Wright said 
"But events 


over the weekend made it very

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Each side blames other 
Mideast cease-fire ends

The cease-fire arranged by the 
super powers between Israel and 
Egypt collapsed in heavy fighting 
today with each side blaming the 
other. The U N. Security Council 
was called into emergency session 
at noon to try again to stop the 
Middle East war. 
Pentagon sources in Washington 
reported a major Egyptian thrust on 
both sides of the Suez Canal to try to 
cut the Israeli crossing corridor into 
Egypt. Egypt was reported to have 
launched two air attacks to support 
its drives but the Israelis repulsed 
both, shooting down 11 Egyptian 
planes and losing 3 of their own. 
If there was a cease-fire at all yet, 
it lasted a bare 12 hours with 
fighting raging on both the Egyptian 
and Sryian fronts. The Isreali armed 
forces chief, Lt. Gen. David Elazar, 
said the Syrian army was smashed 
but the 
victory was "not yet 
complete" in Egypt. 
The fighting on the main Egyptian 
front went on throughout the day but 
in Syria, which never formally 
accepted 
the 
cease-fire, 
U.N. 
observers reported it has ceased, at 
least briefly, late in the afternoon. 
Israel claimed to have shot down 
five Egyptian and 10 Syrian planes. 


Egypt called for an emergency 
meeting of the United Nations 
Security Council. Israeli officials 
predicted that the cease-fire would 
take effect after all in several days. 


Syria, which never agreed to the 
cease-fire 
worked 
out by 
U.S. 
Secretary 
of 
State 
Henry 
A. 
Kissinger and Soviet party leader 
Leonid I. Brezhnev, accused Israel 
of launching air attacks north of 
Damascus and ground action on the 
slopes of strategic Mount Hermon. 
It claimed to have downed 11 Israeli 
Phantom and Mirage jets. 
If there ever was a cease-fire at 
all, it lasted barely 12 hours. And 
dissension continuued in the Arab 
world 
over 
Egypt’s 
original 
acceptance. Both Iraq and Libya, 
which have rejected the cease-fire, 
sent envoys to Cairo to disccuss it. 


Egypt called for the emergency 
United Nations Security Council 
meeting

that

superpowers can shoulder their 
responsibilities 
toward 
Israel’s 
violation of the cease-fire.” Israeli 
Prime Minister Golda Meir was 
scheduled to address the Knesset 
(parliament) at6p.m. 


Israel and Egypt charged each 
other with *the breakdown of the 


cease-fire which was supposed to go 
into effect at 6:50 p.m. Monday, 12 
hours after the Security Council 


approved 
the resolution 
Israeli 
military 
spokesman 
Maj.

Haim Herzog said 
the fighting 
appeared to be a "natural tidying 
up 
prior to the cease-fire really 
taking effect. 


In a series of communiques, Cairo 
reported 
heavy Israeli bombing 


attacks on Egyptian army positions 
in the bulge Israeli has occupied 
west of the Suez Canal and between 
the port of Suez and the Bitter 
Lakes. It said ground fighting was 
raging too. 
The Israeli command said its 
tanks and warplanes went on the 
attack 
today 
"following 
the 
consistent violation of the cease-fire 
by Egyptian forces during the night 
and this morning.’’

WASHINGTON (U PI) - House 
Democratic leaders decided today 
to begin an inquiry into whether 
grounds exist to start impeachment 
proceedings 
against 
President 
Nixon. 
The agreement, staving off for the 
time being a flood of impeachment 
resolutions 
introduced 
by 
Democrats, 
came 
at 
a 
closed 
meeting 
of 
the 
23-member 
Democratic 
Steering 
Committee 
headed by Speaker Carl Albert. 
Albert issued a statement that 
Congress must not act in "a reckless 
or hasty manner,” nor, he said 
should it hold up action on the 
nomination of House Republican 
leader Gerald R. Ford as vice 


president. 
"It seems to me to contribute to 
divisiveness among the American 
people at a time when the leadership 


of the nation should seek unity,” 
Albert said. "For the Congress to 
act in a reckless or hasty manner 
would further engender disunity.”

Search for six on ship called off 


NEW YORK (U PI) - The Coast 
Guard today said the search has 
been suspended for the last of six 
persons, three of them Americans, 
who died when a freighter caught 
fire and capsized 800 miles off the 
East Coast. 
The USS Hayes, an oceanographic 
research 
vessel, 
rescued 
35 
crewmen and one passenger from 
the stricken vessel, the Eurygenes, 
which "burned right up,” a Coast 
Guard spokesman said.

Marchessini & Co. of London, owner 
of the Greek-registered ship, said 
the bodies of three crewmen and two 
passengers, Edna Lester of Lake 
Odessa, Mich., and Mrs. Francis 
Gordon of Washington, D C., died 
when a lifeboat capsized after the 
command was given to abandon 
ship. Mrs. Gordon's husband, a 
doctor, was missing, he said. 
The only other passenger on the 
ship was Mrs. lis te r’s husband, 
Thomas, who was reported safe. 
The fire started Sunday night in 


the ship’s No. 3 hold, which carried

Wright had said in a television 
interview this morning that Nixon 
paid "hideous costs’

firing but said it was necessary 


Sirica called in two grand juries 
that are investigating Watergate 
and related matters and told them 
this morning to "press forward 
with their work 


With obvious reference to Nixon's 
move doing away with the office of 
special prosecutor. Sirica told the 
jurors: "You remain operative and 
intact. You are still grand jurors 
and the grand juries still function 
"You are not dismissed and will 
not be dismissed except by this 
court on completion of your work. 
You must be prepared to press 
forward ” 


Sirica told the grand juries — one 
formed in June, 1972, just after the

—they 
should "be patient ” He added. "In 
due course, the questions that now 
plague us will be resolved."

Richardson declined to say today 
whether he felt President Nixon 
should be impeached That decision, 
he said, must be made by the 
American people themselves. 
At a nationally televised news 
conference from the Great Hall in 
the Justice Department, Richardson 
said "the future well-being and 
security of our beloved country” is 
at stake in how the nation judges 
Nixon's 
actions 
in 
discharging 
Watergate Special Prosecutor Ar­ 
chibald Cox. 
Asked if he would have done what 
Cox did in rejecting the tapes 
compromise proposed by the White 
House, Richardson said: "I would 
have done what he has done.” 
Richardson 
declined 
to 
say 
specifically 
how 
he 
felt 
about 
various demands that Nixon be 
impeached for firing Cox and for not 
obeying a court order to turn over 
his Watergate tapes to Chief U. S. 
District Judge John J. Sirica. 
That, 
Richardson said, "is a 
question for the American people” 
to decide 
He said he could not 
answer it. 
Richardson said he felt compelled 
to resign Saturday night rather than 
carry out Nixon’s instruction to fire 
Cox because "at stake was the very 
integrity 
of 
the 
governmental 
process I came to the department to 
restore.” 
At his confirmation hearing last 
May, Richardson gave the senators 


his personal pledge that Cox would 
have 
complete 
independence 
to 
investigate Watergate no matter 
where the matter led and would not 
be removed except for "extraordi­ 
nary improprieties.” 
Richardson told newsmen he had 
full confidence that the Watergate 
investigation would be adequately 
handled by Henry E. Petersen, 
assistant attorney general in charge 
of the department’s criminal divi­ 
sion Petersen has been promised a 
free hand by Robert H Bork, the 
acting attorney general

Nixon, Kissinger discuss Mideast problems 


WASHINGTON (U P!) 
President Nixon turned away 
temporarily today from the new Watergate storm to get a 
first hand report from Secretary of State Henry A 
Kissinger on the breakdown in the Mideast cease-fire that 
Kissmger helped to negotiate. 
Kissinger arrived back in Washington at 2 15 a m EDT 
from Tel Aviv, where he had stopped on his way back from 
Moscow after working out the cease-fire with Soviet 
leaders Kissinger appeared at the White House less than 
seven hours later and met soon afterward with the 
President. 
Nixon spent the night at his Camp David retreat with his 
wife, presumably pondering his next moves in the crisis 
atmosphere that has prevailed in Washington since he 
ordered the firing Saturday night of Special Watergate 
Prosecutor Archibald Cox 
While some members of Congress —and others - were 


calling for Nixon s resignation or impeachment, the Presi­ 
dent's aides pictured him as calm and confident that he 
would ride out the controversy as his position became 
clearer. 
One official 
while conceding that criticism was heavy 
from all sides -said “ I trust that in all the flow of news on 
Watergate, the delicacy of this (Mideast i diplomatic 
achievement will not be overlooked 
The cease-fire arrangement worked out by Kissinger and 
Soviet leaders raised hopes of an end to the new fighting, 
and appeared to be working when Kissinger left Tel Aviv 
after meeting with Israeli leaders. But less than an hour 
after Kissinger reached Washington, general fighting 
resumed amid charges of violations by both sides 
While Nixon concerned himself with the Mideast, aides 
were busy contacting members of Congress and others to 
reverse what they admitted was a surprisingly one-sided 


reaction against the President s ouster of Cox 
Nixon s constitutional lawyer. Charles Alan Wright, said 
the President was not trying to subvert the Watergate 
investigation by a compromise proposal whereby he would 
allow written accounts of his Watergate conversations to be 
given 
investigators, 
rather than 
release the tapes 
themselves 
Wright said Nixon wanted to keep the issue from 
dragging on for several months, and that in proposing the 
arrangement. Nixon made “ a tremendous concession " 
Cox refused to accept it and his office was abolished 
Wright said Nixon wanted the compromise -whereby

STOCKHOLM fUPI I - A German, Ernst 
Fischer of Munich and an Englishman, 
Geoffrey Wilkinson of the University of 
London today shared the 1973 Nobel Prize 
for 
Chemistry, 
the 
Royal 
Academy 
announced. 
Two Americans. Ivar Giaever of the 
General Electric Company in Schenectady, 
N Y. and Leo Esaki of International 
Business Machines, New York, and Brian 
Josephson of Cambridge, England, won the 
1973 Nobel Physics prize, the academy 
said. 
The chemistry award cited Fischer, of 
the Technical University of Munich, and 
Wilkinson 
for their pioneering work, 
performed independently, on the chemistry 
of the organometallic so-called “ sandwich 
compounds“ 
Fischer, 55, was educated at the Munich 
Technical University and in 1969 became 


director of the university’s inorganic 
chemistry laboratory 
Wilkinson, 52, was educated in London 
and now is a professor of inorganic chemis­ 
try at the Imperial College of Science and 
Technology of the University of London. 


They will share the $122,000 prize. 
For the Physics Prize the academy cited 
Esaki and Giaever for their work with 
semiconductors and superconductors and 
Josephson for his theoretical predictions of 
the properties of supercurrent through a 
tunnel barrier, particularly phenomena 
called “ Josephson effects.” 


Giaever, reached by telephone at his 
home in Schenectady N.Y., said, “ It was 
for some work I did in superconductivity, 
but I haven’t heard any details yet.” 
Giaever, 44. said he has been with 
General Electric Co. at least 15 years.

organization, said they met in Vientiane 
with Soth Pethrasy, senior Pathet Lao 
representative there. 
He held out hope that some U.S. 
servicemen might be found and returned 
after formation of a coalition government 
in Laos, George L. Brooks, vice chairman 


of the league, told a news conference. 
“ He allowed for the remote possibility 
that men may have been captured and heid 
by the tribesmen in areas he has not been 
able to reach,” Brooks said. 
“ He has not taken the strong stance, that 
he once had, that there are absolutely no 
more (U.S. military) men alive in the 
Pathet Lao area. ” 
Virginia West, national coordinator of 
the group, said Pethrasy promised that 
after a coalition government is formed, the 
Pathet Lao will see to the release of any 
Americans still in the country and provide 
information where possible on the deaths 
of those now listed as missing.

It was 
launched March 3, 1972, bound, on the first 


leg of its journey, to Jupiter 620 million 
miles away. 
The mission plan then called for it to 
swing around Jupiter, gaining speed from 
the crack-the-whip impetus of the planet’s 
gravity, and head on to bypass Saturn It 
will inevitably, in the years to come, 
become the first man-made object to leave 
the solar system, sailing past the orbit of 
Pluto into the vast reaches of interstellar 
space. 
Scientists hope to maintain radio contact 
with it until 1979, when it will be 1.5 billion 
miles away.

U.S. facing timber crisis 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
-T h e 
United 
States is facing a severe pinch on timber 
supplies as well as rapidly rising prices 
over the next few decades, a Forest 
Service study warned today. 
John R. McGuire, chief of the service, 
said in a foreword to the 367-page study 
that the best anwer to the problem is a 
combination 
of 
public 
and 
private 
investment to increase timber growth by 
such measures as more tree planting and 
improved forest management. 
The lengthy study estimated that if 
forest 
productvity 
does 
not 
improve 
beyond 1970 levels, prices for softwood 
lumber and plywood could jump 20 to 25 per 


cent by 1980 and 50 to 60 per cent by the 
year 2,000 


The study also indicated, however, that 
the cost of wood for homes, paper, industry 
and other needs may go up even if forest 
production 
rises 
Forest 
specialists 


estimated 
that 
increased 
investment 
averaging $69 million annually on govern­ 
ment and private lands could step up 
annual harvests of softwood saw-timber as 
much as 13 billion board feet by the year 
2020 They noted, however, that lumber and 
plywood prices would have to rise 30 per 
cent from 1970 levels to provide a 5 per cent 
return on the proposed investments.

Odds are sports gambling is harmful

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
“The National Football Lot­ 
tery,’’ Larry Merchant’s re­ 
cently published autobiogra­ 
phy of gam bling on pro 
g am es d uring the 
1972 
season, will hold, for many, a 
diabolical thrill and iden­ 
tification. 
Even 1 cared about his 
weekly stomach wobblings, 
his tenuous hold on other 
aspects of his life as he was 
absorbed in analyzing the 
t e c h n iq u e s and m e n ta l 
machinations of coaches, his 
attempted cool in the face of 
all those odds. 1 was intrigued 
and I don’t gamble on games 
anymore, which probably 
puts me 
in 
the sp a rse 
minority of American males. 
I couldn’t take the pres­ 
sure. So my football gam­ 
bling career pretty much 
began and ended with the 
parlay cards in high school. 
You know, bet a buck on 
three or four games at in­ 
credibly miserable odds. 
The experience, though, 
was enough to understand 
the true gambler’s heart, a 
frenetic instrument. I quit be­ 
c a u se of the q u iv e rin g 
frustration of listening and 
watching for those late-after- 
noon scores to come spilling 
across the TV set. 
They came so fast I was 
never sure if I was a winner 


or — I didn’t see right, did I? 
— a loser. I knew if I con­ 
tinued that one day my heart 
would suddenly unplug. 
A related problem, and one 
I 
s o m e tim e s had 
w ith 
Merchant’s book, is that num­ 
bers (such as odds-figurings) 
render me helpless, as if I 
were entrapped in a great 
butterfly net. 
Also, my guilt got the best 
of me. It’s not so easy being a 
criminal. And fat, fat Steve, 
my Chicago newspaper-stand 
man, didn’t make it any 
simpler. 
He supplied the 
c a r d s an d th e i n i t i a l 
nefariousness. 
Steve was always incog­ 
nito. On cold nights, he was 
swaddled in three or four 
enormous overcoats (for 
warmth and also to hide the 
cards), puffy galoshes, a 
chewed-up cap with earflaps 
flopping, and a heavy desper­ 
ado-like scarf around half his 
face that seemed to be chok­ 
ing him, as wispy gasps of 
cold air escaped. On summer 
nights, he was dressed the 
same way. 
“Got some cards, Steve’>” 
asked a fellow malefactor, 
me. 
"Sh, sh, the cops," Steve 
would whisper. He stood tot­ 
tering in the wind, like a big 
balloon with feet sticking out 
and his eyes shifted this way 
and that (his eyes were just 


about the only things that 
moved voluntarily, frocked 
as he was). 
All this added to the 
delicious knowledge that one 
was involved in a felonious 
undertaking. 
As years went by, the 
harmless aspects of gambling 
took on graver aspects. It can 
spread through the mind like 
cancer. One was shocked to 
hear that an acquaintance, a 
handsome, intelligent young 
lawyer, blew his brains out 
after gambling away his 
fami l y i n h e r i t a n c e , the 
money that was supposed to 
be invested by his clients, and 
great sums borrowed. 
Another acquaintance bor­ 
rowed money to pay gam­ 
bling debts from the Chicago 
Mafia and eventually grew so 
despairing of the impossible 
usury he turned state’s evi­ 
dence, and today is living 
under an assumed name in 
another part of the country, 
still looking over his shoulder 
every day, wondering if his 
deadly creditors have un­ 
covered his whereabouts. 


Yet there is a charm in the 
gambler; one must smile at a 
friend in Chicago who calls 
the j a n i t o r at Madison 
Square Garden to turn on the 
radio commentary of a game 
not heard in Chicago. The 
nearly three-hour phone call 


is expensive, but worth it to 
the gambler. 
Sympathy must also go out 
to my friend, the Great K, 
who was upset when his 
favorite bookie forgot him at 
Christmas. “Not even a box of 
cigars,’’ said K, “and if it 
wasn’t for me he’d never 
have taken that two-week 
vacation to Acapulco." 
I carried these thoughts 
and f ee l i ng s as I read 
Merchant’s book. 
Merchant, a New York 
sports colunist and long-time 
bettor, was able to entice a 
$30,000 advance from his 
publisher, Holt, Rinehart and 
Winston, to bet on the games. 
His is mostly a light­ 
hearted account of those 
days. Yet there is something 
that troubles me. He wants us 
to believe that his gambling 
passion is comfortably bal­ 
anced. “Gambling is a game I 
am adept at," he writes. “It is 
nice to be adept at games, as 
long as they are additions to, 
and not substitutes for, things 
that matter." 
But surely his friend Gail, 
for example, matters very 


much to him. However, he 
notes that his gambling 
perhaps has sapped him of 
some concern and love he 
might otherwise have given 
her and thus helped cement 
their rocky relationship. 


Now, the relationship was 
uneven at best in the days 
when he was g a m b l in g 
smaller sums (though once he 
lost $8,000 and was reduced 
to deep shame), so po sibly 
gambling has had a greater 
effect on Merchant’s lift than 
he wishes to admit, or at least 
to tell the reader. 


For little-ruffled entertain­ 
ment about gambling on pro 
football games. Merchant’s 
book is a recommended good 
bet. For a study of the soul of 
the driven gambler, one must 
still return to reading the 
dark Dostoyevsky.

OAKLAND, Calif - <NEA> 
— If owner Charles O Finley 
had been a bit more pat rent 
and compassionate, pitcher 
Jim (Catfish) Hunter would 
lie under contract to the Oak 
land Athletics through the 
year 1980 — at a pittance of 
$15.000 a year’ 
Now Catfish is going to zing 
it to Charley O. — for at leasl 
a hundred grand a year 
The penurlousness of 
Charley O. began to eat at 
Catfish in the summer of 1970 
when he was just beginning 
to emerge as a great big 
league pitcher. 
Catfish is a farm hoy who 
heads right back to his native 
North Carolina right after ev­ 
ery season and buries himself 
in 
the 
r u s h e s of 
the 
Albem arle Sound, hunting 
a n d f i s h i n g . ( H e got 
nicknamed Catfish when he 
ran away from home at the 
age Of 6 and returned dan­ 
gling a couple of fish.) 
When Catfish received a 
$75,000 bonus in 1964. he said, 
“ 1 never thought there was 
that much money in the 
world 
And he bought a 100 
acre spread outside Hertford 
to raise peanuts and corn and 
soybeans and 200 head of 
Black Angus cattle, and also 
to house his 23 dogs — Walker 
hounds, 
bird 
dogs and 
beagles. 
Three years ago, Catfish 
had a chance to become a 
country squire by increasing 
his holdings to 485 acres with 
the purchase of an adjoining 
farm. The boundary was in 
dispute so Catfish couldn’t 
borrow the money from the 
bank. Instead, he went to his 
baseball boss, Charley O., for 
whom he had pitched a per­ 
fect game in 1968, and per­ 
suaded the A’s owner to lend 
him $100,000. The benevolent 
despot felt kindly about it 
since Catfish was in the pro­ 


cess of winning 18 games that 
summer of ’70, 
But come August, down the 
stretch, Finley had the shorts 
because he was in the process 
of buying a hockey team. E v ­ 
ery time Catfish was due to 
pitch, he'd get a long distance 
call from Charley O. on his 
own farm back in LaPorte, 
Ind., threatening to call in the 
loan. Catfish never did win a 
game that August. 
Finally, Hunter went to 
Finley and proposed, “Give 
me $150,000 tax free, and I'll 
sign a 10-year contract that 
won t cost you another cent 
for the next 10 years.’ 
Looking back, it would 
h a v e been the biggest 
bargain in baseball history 


because Catfish has just 
finished three consecutive 21- 
game seasons, virtually won 
the 73 playoffs for the A s 
and at the tender age of 27 he 
has already won 136 regular 
season games in a nine-year 
career spent entirely in the 
major leagues 
Finley turned him down 
“ It wouldn t be fair to you, 
he said lamely Catfish had to 
give back the $100.000 and 
lost his chance to become 
landed gentry 
The experience has left 
him with a sardonic feeling 
about baseball. “ 1 don’t get 
paid enough," he says. “ I 
guess I’m too easy to get 
along with at contract time 
Main thing is for several 
years 1 didn’t know how to 
negotiate I think that’s going 
to change now.” 
Currently he is completing 
a $100.000 plus colonial style 
home on his farm. “ It has 
5,000 square feet,’’ says Cat­ 
fish proudly. 
But it won’t change his 
style of living. 
“ I’m still a farm boy,’’ he 
drawls through his walrus 
mustache. “ I like to do what 
Jim Catfish Hunter likes to 
do. The other A’s — they go 
out to banquets and sell tlieir- 
selves in the winter. But 
hunting and fishing, that's all 
I do in the winter time.' 
He did one commercial for 
dog feed, but that was provi­ 
dent. 
“ I figure I spend more on 
feeding my 23 dogs," he says, 
“ than feeding my wife and 
tw o kids. B efore I left 
Hertford last February, I

What can we believe? 


The past weekend drama in Washington 
has done nothing more than accentuate the 
continued turmoil within 
the highest 
reac hes of our government. A head-strong 
President has once again displayed an 
impetuous character that has resulted in 
the resignation of the attorney general and 
the dismissal of the assistant attorney 
general and the special prosecutor of the 
Watergate affair. 
The President’s head-strong position has 
again greatly contributed to the lack of 
confidence the people of the United States 
have in his administration. 
What are we to believe? 
A President, seemingly shocked by the 
Watergate disclosures, tells the nation 
that no stone will be left unturned in the 
investigation of the scandal and those that 
are guilty will be brought to justice. An 
impartial, 
highly 
regarded 
special 
prosecutor is appointed with a carte 
blanche order by the attorney general to

proceed in as objective a manner possible 
to bring the perpetrators of the scandal to 
justice. In leaving no stone unturned, the 
special prosecutor is even given approval 
to challenge the philosophy of executive 
privilenge. 
When 
the 
special 
prosecutor 
does 
challenge 
executive 
privilege 
in 
his 
challenge of the tape compromise, he is 
ordered fired because he has “ gone far 
beyond his mandate. 
And now administration officials are 
quoting President Nixon as saying “ in 
retrospect the establishment of a special 
prosecutor s office was an error’ and Mr. 
Nixon once again plans to go before the 
cameras and the American people to 
explain away his irascible conduct. 
It is too much to hope now that the 
Justice Department will proceed in an 
untarnished effort toward the prosecution 
of the Watergate defendants. We think the 
President has goofed that up, but good. 


Exit Mr. Agnew 


Concerning the resignation of Mr. 
Agnew, a few observations: 
11 Cheating on one’s income tax 
— the charge of which Mr. Agnew is 
officially guilty — is a deed both 
grubby 
and 
adventurous. 
The 
American ethic on the question is, 
so far as I know, unique. When the 
income tax was imposed in Spain for 
the first time 20 years ago, tax 
blanks were sent to 70,000 in­ 
habitants 
in 
Barcelona 
whose 
incomes were known to fall in the 
taxable levels. When deadline came, 
something less than 40 people sent in 
their completed returns. 
In England (I am told) no one has 
ever been sent to jail for income tax 
evasion — instead there are discreet 
negotiations. In the United States, 
default on income tax has emerged 
not only as something on the order 
of civic profanity, but as the offense 
the government gets you for when it 
can’t find anything else. A1 Capone 
is the traditional example. 
Spiro 
Agnew 
made a stupid mis­ 
take 
in 
1967. 
He 
made the mistake 
while 
serving 
as 
governor of Mary­ 
land, far removed 
from the position he 
was 
soon 
to 
be 
drafted 
into, 
wherein he found 
himself, 
like 
St. 
Augustine of Hippo, 
suddenly elevated to an episcopacy 
whence to anathematize those sins 
which 
he 
had 
most 
routinely 
committed in his earlier years. 
2) For Agnew the income tax 
chiseler I feel nothing more than the 
pity I feel for the pickpocket. For 
Agnew the alleged recipient of 
bribes from contractors, one feels a 
numb dismay, unmitigated by any 
expereince of political cosmopoli­ 
tanism. My private brief against- 
Agnew is that he stood betore the 
women in California as recently as a 
fortnight ago and swore to them that 
he was innocent. That is hard to 
explain, very hard. We have here, 
once again, what I have called the 
Profumo Factor. John Profumo did 
not fall in England because he 
presided over dreadful orgies, but 
because he looked the House of 
Commons in the eye and said that he 
was 
innocent. 
If 
these 
is 
an 
explanation for Spiro Agnew looking 
the ladies in the eye in California 
and saying: trust in me — I am 
innocent — I want to hear it As soon 
as possible. 
3) Assume that there is such an

explanation ... Assume that — let us 
conjecture — the Vice President 
was benumbed, that he indulged

plausibly contend that Sirhan Sirhan 
wasn’t the man who killed Robert 
Kennedy, and that Spiro Agnew 
didn’t really need to declare that 
particular $29,500 as income — or 
understand 
this 
or 
that 
cash 
payment as in any criminal way out 
of the ordinary — assuming that 
that moral parachute is available to 
Spiro Agnew, certain things need to 
be said. 
Agnew should be judged by history 
not as the tacky defalcator of 1967 
but as the Vice-President of 1969- 
1973. 
4) And oh what a mark he made. 
It was said about him briefly during 
1969 and 1970 that he had agreed to 
serve as “ Nixon’s Nixon.” It is 
correct that he undertook to serve 
as the cutting edge of Nixon’s 
Presidency, and that he got the 
popularity reserved to the tough- 
talker, as also the unpopularity. It is 
also true that he did a job that 
greatly needed doing during a period 
when the academic population was 
largely frozen in physical fear and 
intellectual paralysis. When the 
broad-shouldered 
moralists 
of 


Harvard, 
Berkeley, Cornell and 
Columbia were cringing before their 
mindless 
militants, 
Agnew was 
reiterating the norms of civilized 
and democratic conduct, the norms 
the Lords Spiritual were supposed to 
be upholding, except that they were 
too busy: capitulating to the kids, 
and making fun of Spiro Agnew. 
During that important period in 
A m e rica n 
h isto ry 
Agnew 
distinguished himself by defending 
these norms, by laying blame where 
it belonged, by declaring in rhetoric 
steadfast his continuing allegiance 
to the ideals of liberty and order. I 
do not doubt that his personal 
influence, 
his 
personal 
impact, 
consolidated the public that came 
finally to stand up against the moral 
anarchists who, when they violated 
the law, whinnied out their defenses 
pleading the grand immunities of 
civil 
disobedience 
and 
anti­ 
militarism. 
As the dust settles on the political 
thoughts of Spiro Agnew one doubts 
that justice in the truest sense has 
now come to America. It is always 
bracing when might men fall. But 
less so when they fall for such 
offenses of the flesh as brought 
Agnew down. It is ironic to meditate 
on the great number of those who 
stand erect disdaining Spiro Agnew, 
whose crimes against society are of 
a truly plausible magnitude. 
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'7 used to worry about the ducks and geese being 
shot while flying south. Now, I worry about them hav­ 
ing to fly over some of our cities!”

Anti-smog devices 


If the public is confused over the 
conflicting 
regulations 
and 
legislative actions concerning anti­ 
smog 
device 
requirements 
for 
autos, it is understandable. For 
confusion seems to be the name of 
the 
game 
in 
the 
travesty 
of 
bureaucratic and political efforts to 
appease those who demand smog be 
eliminated overnight. 
And, ignoring the old adage that 
“ haste makes waste” the public has 
been treated to a series of edicts 
which could be termed a comedy of 
errors if it were not so costly to the 
motorists. 
It 
started 
back 
with 
the 
luirement that all cars sold after 
lipped with devices to 
eliminate ‘carbon 
monoxide and 


requiren 
1965 be 


hydro carbon emissions. That the 
order 
was 
hasty 
now 
seems 
indisputable. For naving provided 
devices to cure one problem it 
created 
others. 
One 
was 
the 
increased fuel consumption at a 
time when the nation was headed for 
the greatest energy shortage crises 
in history. The other was a chemical 
reaction resulting from the method 
of eliminating hydro-carbons that in 
turn then increased the amount of 
nitrogen oxides being exhausted. 


What to do? Why, call for another 
device to eliminate the nitrogen 
oxides. In the haste to do this the 
State Air Resources Board approved 
devices made by six firms, not all of 
which had proven workable. 


In fairness to the Board, it was 
acting 
to 
discharge 
its 
duties 
mandated bv the legislature. But 
when the Board did adopt the 
regulations requiring all 
1966-70 
passenger cars to install the devices 
there was an immediate uproar in 
the legislature. 
The regulation was first attacked 
by Senator Larry Walsh, chairman 
of 
the 
Senate 
Transportation 
Committee. He sought to delay the 
enforcement 
of 
the 
rule 
until 
adequate tests had been made. 
Senator John Holmdahl took up the 
battle. 


He pointed out that the unproved 
devices would result in reduced 
engine efficiency and eventually 
costly engine damage and charged 
the 
devices 
wouldn’t 
eliminate 
nitrogen 
oxides 
anyway. 
He 
proposed they be tested on all state 
owned cars before requiring the 
public to undergo the expense of 
installation and the risk of motor 
damage. 


To effect this recommendation he 
introduced a resolution ordering the 
tests and also legislation to nullify 
the order as it applied to privately 
owned vehicles. His resolution was 
adopted. But the bill to repeal the 
statewide 
requirement 
for 
the 
devices and limit the installation to 
only those cars which underwent 
ownership changes in the smog 
basins was defeated. 


The Air Resources Board, which 
in the meantime had limited its 
order to those vehicles in the smog 
basins, then revised the regulation 
to include every car in the state. As 
it stands all cars in the smog basins 
sold after October 1st must be 
equipped, and also all cars in the 
state starting January 1. 
The Board’s action was the result 
of 
being 
pressured 
by 
the 
lawmakers 
pointing 
to 
the 
legislation ordering them to act, 
which 
Holmdahl 
had 
failed 
to 
repeal. They were also pushed by 
the manufacturers who claimed 
they stood to suffer financial losses 
by further delays. What it will cost 
the public by not delaying was 
ignored. 
To make the bill more bitter, 
Holmdahl has revealed that the need 
for the device to eliminate nitrogen 
oxides has now been thrown into 
doubt by the very agency which 
ordered it. 
“ The 
federal 
Environmental 
Protection Agency has announced 
that 
its 
study 
erroneously 
exaggerated 
the 
seriousness 
of 
nitrogen oxide as a factor in air 
pollution,” 
Holmdahl 
disclosed. 
The ‘benefit’ now is unmasked as 
an 
excessive 
and 
oppressive 
requirement for millions of car 
owners 
when 
related 
to 
the 
seriousness of nitrogen oxide as a 
pollutant and the effectiveness of 
the devices.”

Pay school trustees? 


At first blush the proposal to 
establish a pay scale for services 
rendered by school trustees sounds 
implausible. 
The new law which Gov. Reagan 
signed could mean the five trustees 
of Lompoc Unified School District 
would be paid as much as $30 per 
meeting or not more than $200 per 
month. 
One trustee told this 
reporter 
Monday 
that the proposal 
was out of line. At 
least 
one 
other 
trustee 
has 
indicated the pro­ 
posal of service for 
pay doesn’t merit 
serious attention. 
When the idea was first broached 
a couple of years ago, the trustees of 
that day exhibited a semi-humorous 
curiousity. Later, word came back 
from 
a 
national 
school 
board 
meeting that many districts in the 
nation pay their trustees. 
An 
informational 
note 
that 
Assembly Bill 1489 has become law 
will be noted officially by the school 
board at an afternoon meeting 
today. It was uncertain what action 
if any would be taken on the 
question. 
Over periods of time there have 
been the same arguments in favor of 
paying school trustees as their were 
in 1966 for small cities to pay 
councilmen. Councilmen in most 
small cities are paid $150 a month. 
The law says a city must pay that 
amount or nothing and in most 
cases, the councilmen voted in favor 
of the money. That’s what happened 
in Lompoc. 
It has been argued that the small 
stipend 
enables 
public 
spirited 
citizens to hold public office, while 
the absence of the money would 
make it financially difficult. 
School trustees spend at least as 
much time at their jobs as city 
councilmen and if they are so 
inclined could spend a lot more. 


Keeping track of what’s happening 
in the world of education is a full 
time job. It’s that fact that is 
responsible for the oft repeated 
remark by trustees that they must 
rely 
pretty 
largely 
on 
the 
recom m endations 
of 
the 
superintendent in the absence of 
enough time to research complex 
questions personally. 


Before the trustees could vote to 
pay themselves they’d have to 
overcome the historic feeling that 
the board 
is governed by the 
political amateur, and more than 
that by the parent whose sole 
interest in running for the office is 
to 
help 
the 
children 
of 
the 
community. 


Whether they would or could do a 
better job by their own standards if 
they are paid would remain to be 
seen. 
The proposal (by the state law) to 


pay the trustees raises a number of 
questions. For example, I believe 
there are stipulations that could be 
construed as mandating pay for 
trustee attendance at a graduation 
ceremony, or at a back to school 
night, or at a county school board 
meeting, or at a national school 
board meeting that on occasion is 
held in Hawaii or Florida. 
A survey of the local school board 
would probably show that most of 
the trustees over the years have 
been individuals with substantial 
business holdings in the community 
on the one hand, or individuals high 
up on the professional scale on the 
other. At any rate, individuals with 
above average economic clout. 
As a personal testament, at the 
same time, this reporter would say 
that no one who has served on the 
local board did so for any other 
primary 
reason 
than 
to 
serve 
education.
